San Francisco, Cal., April 23. 
—Had it not been for the sight 
of the rude altars 9et up in the 
open air wherever San Francis­ 
co’s 
homeless 
thousands 
are 
camped, one would have had 
some difficulty in finding any 
peaceful association of the Sab­ 
bath in the city yesterday. 
Ev 
erywhere throughout the burned 
as well as the remaining section 
of the city there was the greatest 
activity. 
Streets 
were being 
cleared of debris, laborers were 
repairing broken water pipes, 
sewers and gas mains; electri­ 
cians were everywhere seeking to 
untangle the almost hopeless 
confusion of wires. 
In fact, San 
Francisco was in its first stages 
of regeneration. 
There are no hungry people 
tonight. 
The gaunt specter of 
starvation has been banished by 
the magnificent response of the 
people of California in particular 
and by the entire Nation in gen­ 
eral to the appeals that went out 
for assistance. 
Food by the car 
load and boat load poured into 
Oakland last night and today in 
sufficient quantities to overwhelm 
the committee 
which has in 
charge its distribution. 
San Francisco now has passen­ 
ger transportation. 
Cars 
are 
running down Fillmore 
street 
and appear to have plenty of 
power. The service is free to all, 
with the exception of boys

June, 1900, there 
seems to be no doubt that the 
Stephens bill opening to settle 
ment the pasture reserve of 480,- 
000 acres and the wood reserve of 
480,000 acres will receive presi­ 
dential sanction and become a 
law. 
Reports from the southwest 
state that the men who are look­ 
ing for homes in the new country 
to be opened are for the most

pointed or Dismissed for 
Politics. 


The civil service laws of Great Britain 
are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob­ 
tain their positions by merit after ex­ 
amination, and retain their places dur­ 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
<-he fact that there is a change of ad­ 
ministration. There are a certain num­ 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
cai rjing out a liberal anti conserva­ 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fixed is the policy of maintaining a per­ 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un­ 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 
It is not to be supposed that the Eng­ 
lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos­ 
phere where partisanship has been ban­ 
ished, or that party zeal is not rewarded. 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal 
ary list of $786,000, who step ' down and 
out" with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re 
moval for incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur­

In the latter country the homi­ 
cides number 105 per million of in­ 
habitants per year; in this country 
last year the ratio was 115 per mil­ 
lion. 
A comparison with the criminal sta­ 
tistics of other leading nations will 
serve to emphasize the indictment and 
make it positively terrifying. Thus the 
annual average ratio of homicides to 
population is 13 per million to Ger­ 
man. 19 per million in France and 27 
per million in the United Kingdom. 
One reason for these frightful con­ 
ditions is the laxity of the admlnlstra

The civil service laws of Great Britain 


•re rigidly enforced Civil servants ob- 
tain their positions by merit after ex- 
amination, and retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
the fact that there is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
aa they are intrusted with the duty ot 
carrying out a liberal anti conserva- 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fixed ia the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil seivants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 


It is not to be supposed that the Eng- 


lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a i arefled atmos- 
phere where partisanship has been ban- 
Jshed, or that party zeal is not rewarded. 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal- 
ary Hat of $786,000, who step "down and 
out" with a change of ministry, each 
government during Its term of life fills 
-a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re- 
moval for incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur- 


• In* the tea years of recent conservative 
• rule the conservative party has had the 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 


• Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 


*1,0«0,000 a year, in addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
•nd the like. Many of the appointees 
were conservatives, but the liberal gov- 
wrnment will not touch a man of them 
tor political reasons. 


The colonial service, with its 23 vlce- 


•wya, sovernors and commissioners, af- 
fords rich patronage, and a ministry ia 
Always reluctant to give up it* power 
and resign unless compelled todoso, be- 
cause ft wishes to protect the political 
Officials in office and their personal ap- 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di- 
vorced from politics and are safe. Inter- 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as 
our own.

3. Copies regularly sold by newsboys 


or local agents or news agents. 


4. Copies sent asbona-flde exchanges 


with other publications admitted to the 
second class, one copy for another.

5. Individual subscriptions desired

A plaster copy of what is regarded 


as the most important monument be- 
queathed to the present age by ancient 
Babylon has been placed on exhibition 
In the Assyrian room of the Harvard, 
Semitic Museum. This is the stone on 
which is written the code of law s pro- 
mulgated by Hammurabi, the greatest 
king of Babylon, who ruled about 225O 
B. C. Tbe stone is a column about 
seven feet high, with a carving near 
the top representing the sun god com- 
municating tbe laws to the king. Thoie 
are forty-four columns of writing con- 
taining 247 laws. The laws gi\e evi- 
dence of an advanced and highly com- 
plicated state of society among the 
Babylonians 1000 years before the time 
of Moses.

ENGLISH CIVIL SERVICE. 


t*ws Strictly Enforced—Ko Xan Ap- 


pointed or Dismieeed for 


Politics. 


The civil service laws of Great Britain 


are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob- 
tain their positions by merit after ex- 
amination, and retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming ot 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
the fact that there is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
aa they are intrusted with the duty ot 
carrying out a liberal anti conserva- 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fixed ia the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil set vants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 


It is not to be supposed that the Eng- 


lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated Into a i arened atmos- 
phere where partisanship has been ban- 
•ished, or that party zeal is not rewarded. 
In addition to the 45 leading officials ot 
• political character, with an annual sal- 
ary liat of $786,000, who step "down and 
out" with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
-a large number of vacancies caused by 
• deaths, resignations, disability and re- 
moval for incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur- 


• IDC the tea years of recent conservative 
• rule the conservative party has had tfie 
appointment of 35 Judges in the United 


•- Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 


$1,0«0,000 a year, in addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
•ad the like. Many of the appointees 
were conservatives, but the liberal gov- 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
tor political reasons. 


The colonial service, with its 23 vice- 


roys, governors and commissioners, af- 
fords rldi patronage, and a ministry ia 
•Always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled todoso, be- 
cause ft wishes to protect the political 
Officials in office and their personal ap- 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di- 
vorced from politics and are sate. Inter- 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
'very acute, and the administration of 
justice and ot the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as 
our own. 


MOST HOMICIDAL NATION. 


The United States Is Said to Hare 


That Unenviable Dis- 


tinction. 


•aya the Philadelhpoa Record: Ac- 


cording to the 
unofficial statistics 


gathered in 1905, as in previous years, 
by the Chicago Tribune, there were 
9,212 homicides committed In 
the 


United States during the twelvemonth 
just ended. This country remains on 
the bad eminence it has long occupied 
In the history of crime; indeed, we 
have Increased our lead, for the num- 
ber of homicides was greater by 840 in 
1905 than it was in the previous year. 
The lecord constitutes a shocking in- 
dictment. 


With the single exception of 
the 


Italians, the American people are the 
most homicidal natloi, in the civilized 
world 
In fact, we are running neck 


and neck with Italy with respect to 
the ratio of violent crimes resulting in 
death 
In the latter country the homi- 


cides number 105 per million of in- 
habitant* per year; in this country 
last year the ratio was 115 per mil- 
lion 


A comparison with the criminal sta- 


tistics of other leading nations will 
serve to emphasize the Indictment and 
make It positively terrifying Thus the 
annual average ratio pf homicides to 
population is 13 per million to Ger- 
man, 19 per million in France and 27 
per million in the United Kingdom. 


One reason for these frightful con 


dltions is the laxity of the administra 
tion of the Ratably, therefore, murdei 
and manslaughter are four times as 
frequent in this country as In Eng- 
land, Scotland and Wales, and nine 
times as frequent as in criminal Ian 
in this country 
In England one out 


of four homicides is convicted of mur- 
der and pays the extreme penalty for 
his crime. Moreover, justice is aot 
only reasonably sure, but swift. The 
legal executions in this country num- 
bered 133 last year, which compara- 
tively to a total of 9,212 homicides is 
an almost Insignificant proportion; 
and everybody is familiar with the 
truth that criminal justice in the Unit- 
ed States has heels of lead. The other 
main reason for the appalling fre- 
quency of murder in this country it 
the prevalent habit of carrying con- 
cealed 
firearms.

Would you like to know how to man- 


ufacture 
diamonds — real 
diamonds? 


The process Is somewhat difficult, re- 
quiring time, patience and some out- 
lay ol money, but then consider the 
possible results! 
The diamond, we 


know, says the New York Herald, is 
simply carbon in a transparent crys- 
talline form. It comes of humble par- 
entage and is brother to the lump of 
coal. 


Unlike easily crystalllcablt bodies, 


carbon is insoluble in all ordinary sol- 
vents, but molten metals will combine 
with it Let the diamond maker choose 
iron for a solvent for charcoal, melt- 
ing it in an electriu furnace, allowing 
it to take up as much carbon as it can 
—in ether words, saturate itself with 
carbon. The crucible containing the 
white hot metal should then be plunged 
into a bath of molten lead. The result 
will be that globules of iron will rise 
to the surface of the lead and are 
quickly cooled on the outer surface 
Inside the hard crust the iron re- 
mains for some time in a molten con- 
dition, and. as iron expands in solidi- 
fying, the contents of these little glo- 
bules receive a pressure unattainable 
by any other means 
When the lead 


becomes solidified some bullets of iron 
will be found bound up in the mass. 
Dissolve with some powerful acid first 
the lead and then the iron, and a resi- 
due of carbonaceous matter will be 
found to contain tiny crystals — real 
diamonds. Any chemist with a well 
equipped laboratory can make dia- 
monds in this way, but the largest of 
them will not be more than a fiftieth 
of an inch in diameter.

MUTATIONS OF PLANTS. ••> 


Experiment Balm* Made by 


ttorticnltnriit. the World Over. 


In a lecture delivered before the 


Barnard Botanical Club, Columbia Uni- 
versity, upon heredity and the origin 
of species in plants, annonncment of an 
Important result of bis investigations 
was made by Dr. Daniel Trembly Mac- 
Dougal, lately of the New York Bot- 
anical Garden, who has just been ap- 
pointed director of the department of 
botanical research, Carnegie Institu- 
tion of Washington. 


After discussing various theories and 


observations In regard to the origin of 
species the lecturer spoke of the not- 
able experiment ot-Professor Hugo De 
Vrles la the examination of more than 
100 species of plants ta the vicinity 
of Amsterdam, Holland. He tbn said: 


"During the last few years a partial 


duplication and an extension of these 
experiments has been carried on in 
New York (by the lecturer himself). It 
seems unnecessary at this late date 
to go into the details of the mutations 
of Lamarck's evening primrose, es- 
pecially since the phenomena exhibited 
by them are also to be seen in other 
species. By way of illustration It need 
only be said that this plant, as origin- 
ally observed by De Vrles, was found 
to give from two to five plantlets* in 
every hundred which were widely di- 
vergent from the type, and could, upon 
maturity, 
be arranged 
in 
several 


groups, and In fact constituted several 
possible species. 


"Recent cultures in the New York 


Botanical Garden from seeds of La- 
marck's evening primrose, sent from 
various parts of the world whsre the 
species is under cultivation, demon- 
strates that it is not alone tbe plants 
observed by De Vrles at Hllversum 
that are mutating, but the same derlva- 
t'ves are being given off in widely sep- 
arated localities." 


Dr. MacDougal announced as fol- 


lows the facts newly established by 
him, with his general conclusions on 
the subject discussed: 


"Tbe changes which result in the 


formation of seed mutants must ensue 
In tbe very closing stages of tbe spor- 
ophyte, and here is encountered a fea- 
ture not recognized In bud mutations, 
that of a fairly constant frequency, 
which in itself would suggest internal 
cauje. 
It was determined, however, 


to iutempt to induce or influence mu- 
tation In one of these periods. 


"Omitting the details of technique, 


I mny say that stiong osmotic reagents 
and weak solutions of stimulating 
mineral salts were injected Into ovaries 
in such a manner that unfertilized 
ovules were subjected to the action 
of the fluids, which killed many of 
them, but which gave tbe much de- 
sired results In a few. In Lamarckiana 
and blennls the frequency and char- 
acter of the known mutants was unaf- 
fected, but In the progeny of the latter 
species was found a single individual 
constituting a type hitherto unknown. 


"This 
single aberrant Individual 


might have been a mutant of low fre- 
quency, comparable to glgas derived 
from Lamarckiana, and its recurrence 
here might have been merely a matter 
of chance. 
However, in another spe- 


cies of evening primrose, Ramlaunia 
odorata, a flower which belongs to a 
separate genus of the family, and is not 
known to be mutating, the treatment 
described resulted In a large number 
of aberrant Individuals of a hitherto 
unknown type. Some of these, which 
show a shorter life cycle than the pa- 
rental form, and many anatomical di- 
vergencies, have been brought to bloom 
and to maturity, and the new form is 
obviously a potential species. 


"In this experience, exemplified by 


specimens of normal, parental forms, 
and aberrant mutants, I am able to 
offer you conclusive proof that agen- 
cies external to the cell may influence 
mutations, and consequently exert a

"fix the roads," or "work out the high- 
way tax." 
This means the throwing 


on of u shovelful off gravel, or worse 
yet, of loam, here and there, building 
an occasional water-break or "tbank- 
you-marm," making a futile attempt 
in some cases and In some places to 
clean out the gutters, throwing out an 
offending 'Cobblestone once in a while. 


Tbe first smart summer shower un- 


does the half of this clumsy patch 
work and the following winter or early 
spring completes its destruction. 


A certain New England town bas for 


the past 100 years appropriated an 
average of $5000 per year for this al- 
leged maintenance of Its highways, and 
as a result its road are no better than 
they were in the most remote memory 
of its oldest inhabitant. Quite likely 
(hey are no better than they were soon 
after tbe town was first incorporated. 
A half million dollars practically wast- 
ed in one small town! This would 
macadamize every necessary highway 
there. If permanent hlgb-v, ay Improve- 
ments bad been inaugurated at the 
outset, the town's valuation and popu- 
lation would to-day have been doubled. 


To compute what this perniciously 


wasteful practice has cost tbe farmer 
and business man in wear and tenr 
would be Impossible. Its responsibility 
for wrecked vehicles, for crippled 
horses, for broken harness, is Incal- 
culable. 
Little use to seek further 


the rationale for abandoned farms. It 
may be readily found in n system that 
has produced the worst possible high- 
ways at the highest possible cost. 


It is not that the poverty of the 


farmer has made 'be system n conse- 
quence, but that the system has mad 
the poverty of tbe farmer a conse 
quence. 
True, good roads associa 


tions. the automobile, the bicycle, roaci 
jinking machinery, 
scientific 
road 


makers, and a somewhat awakenei 
public t-entlment. have done something 
to cripple this recklessly wasteful putc. 
highway system. But it ought to be 


GOOD WORK ON NEWSPAPERS.

Before a large audience in New Ha- 


ven, Conn., Melville E. Stone, general 
manager of tbe Associated Press, lec- 
tured a few evenings ago on "The 
Influence of the Newspaper In Ameri- 
can Life." 


The first duty of the newspaper, he 


said, is to give the news honestly nnd 
Impartially. The days of tbe Greelpys 
and the Bowleses are no more; the 
editorial pnge bas ceased to be of im- 
portance. 
The Ohlef function of th« 


press is tbe gathering and disseminat- 
ing of the news. 


As an instance of ihe wonderful 


strides wblcb have been made In tbe 
matter of communication In the past 
half-century, Mr. Stone said that there 
are men now living In wbo?e boyhood 
it took six -weeks for news from Rome 
to reach New York. Contrasted with 
this is the time taken for tbe newa 
of the late Pope Leo Xlll.'s death to 
reach this country. It took just eleven 
minutes from Rome to San Francisco, 


Speaking of the Integrity of the 


newspaper men, Mr. Stone paid that" 
everybody should be honest to report- 
ers. Accuracy is tbe first great essen- 
tial of newspaper work. 
It Is tbe 


nibllc which should be sued for libel 
•nther than the editor. In the coming 
Utopia it will be a crime to tell a Jle 
:o an editor. 
Accuracy Is tbe first 


great essential, promptness tbe second, 
and graphic, but not sensational, writ- 
ng tbe third. 


Regarding the gradual elimination of 


:be editorial page, Mr. Stone believed 
:bis to be a loss. He thought tbat 
every well-rounded newspaper needed 
an intelligent editorial page. He con- 
sidered the press as a great educa- 
lonal and uplifting factor in life.

important measures proposed by the 
Iowa Legislature is tbe founding of a 
State hospital for consumptives.

Ing." "Shortage of cars and bad roads 
the obstacle in free marketing." Isn't 
it really shameful? There is the far- 
mer possessed of good crops, ind the 
buyer practically standing ready to 
give him for his products any reason1 
able figure that he m~y ask for them, 
and yet they are compelled to abbre- 
viate their transactions on account of 
the transportation facilities. The rem- 
edy for a shortage of cars the farmer 
has not yet so well in hand, and possi- 
bly neither bas the railroad, for the 
law of supply and demand cuts nn Im 
portant figure in this matter; but "tbe 
bad country roads" Is a matter that 
ties right at the farmer's door and be 
knows just what tbe remedy Is. It is 
"up to him" to right thl3 matter, and 
as soon as be does a Very important 
step towards advancement lias been 
taken.—New York Witness.

The Postmaster-General, with a view 


to preventing evasions of the law re- 
garding subscriptions and sample cop- 
IPS In second-class publications, has in- 
structed postmasters to recognize the 
following as bona-fide subscriptions- 


1. Direct subscriptions to tbe pub- 


lisher by the subscriber when paid for 
by him. 


2. Subscriptions to the ngent of the 


publisher when actually paid by the 
subscriber himself. 


3. Copies regularly sold by newsboys 


or local agents or news agents. 


4. Copies sent asbona-flde exchanges 


with other publications admitted to tbe 
second class, one copy for another. 


6. Individual subscriptions desired 


as bona-flde gifts when paid for by the 
donors for the benefit of the recipients. 
Such 
subscriptions 
will be limited 


strictly to those coming -within that 
definition, and will not be permitted to 
be' used as a cover for an advertising 
or other purpose of the publisher OP 
donor. Under this same rule the pub- 
lisher may become donor of such gift 
subscriptions, but in all cases the pro- 
portion of these subscriptions to tbe 
whole list will be considered and given 
weight In determining the legitimacy 
of 
lists. In this latter class may 


t>e Included copies sent to prove in- 
sertion of advertisements. 


Copy of Babjlonlan Code. 


A plaster copy of wlmt is regarded 


as the most important monument be- 
queathed to the present age by ancient 
Babylon bas been placed on exhibition 
n tiie Assyrian room of the Harvard 
Semitic Museum. This is the stone on 
which is written the code of law s pro- 
mulgated by Hammurabi, the greatest

Thoie 
are fortv-four columns of writing con- 
taining 247 laws. The laws gl\e evi- 
dence of an advanced and highly com- 
plicated state of society among the 
Jabylonians 1000 years before tbe time 
of Moses.
